Hairs from Items 77 A and 77B were examined with a compound 
microscope to determine their suitability for nuclear DNA analysis. One hair from Item 11A was determined to 
be suitable for nuclear DNA testing and was determined to be a Caucasian bead hair (Item 77A1). This hair was 
forwarded to the Biology section for possible testing. 


Item 77A also contained five human hairs, not suitable for nuclear DNA analysis, and one animal bair Item 
77B contained one human bair, not suitable for nuclear DNA analysis. No further exams will be done on these 
hairs at this time.

Observations/Conclusions: 



On 8/31/16 Steams Co SO, BCA, FBI and legal personnel were led by Danny Heinrich to a wood line between 
two cow pastures (pictured above). 


Per information from Heinrich and law enforcement, Jacob Wetter ling was unearthed by Heinrich from a 
primary site across Hwy 23 one year after the murder. Jacob was re-buried under a fallen tree in the wood line 
on the farm site. Heinrich had carried the bones and clothing in a black plastic garbage bag. Heinrich had dug 
the hole with an army trenching tool. Heinrich buried the bones and clothing along the old fence line two to 
four feet deep. Jacob had been shot one to two times in the back of the head. Jacob’s hockey jacket was 
wrapped around his skull and was closest to the surface. 

Three locations within the wood line (two north and one south) were flagged by Heinrich’s attorneys. A metal 
detector was used in the area of the two north flags and pieces of metal barbwire were discovered. A short 
distance away, red fabric was observed partially exposed on the surface of the mud. Excavation of the site, 
down to almost four feet, revealed a jacket with some red fabric attached, detached red fabric panels (one of 
which read St. Cloud Hockey with a St. Cloud Police logo), a wrist band and several bone fragments. The 
bone fragments were transported by the BCA Crime Scene Team to the Ramsey County Medical Examiner’s 
Office at 1840 hours.

On 9/2/16, Steams Co SO, BCA and FBI personnel along with Dr. Susan Myster returned to the rural farm site 
to expand excavation within the wood line. After continued hand-digging failed to reveal additional evidence, a 
backhoe was brought to the site for mass excavation. A few feet southeast of the dig site from 8/31/16, human 
bones and teeth were recovered between the surface and two feet deep (approximate location indicated by the 
star above). Clothing was also recovered from this gravesite that consisted of a mesh shirt, underwear, 
fragments of a jacket and a red soccer T-shirt with “Wetterling 11” on the back. An apparent black plastic bag 
was observed about three feet to the west of the grave site. The bag was partially visible in the mud and was 
retrieved. Ihe remains, clothing and black plastic were transported by Dr. Susan Myster to the Ramsey County 
Medical Examiner’s Office at 1945 hours.
